At a meeting of the George Washing- 
ton Chemical Society held at the Med- 
ical Building at 1335 H Street last Fri- 
day- evening, Dr. ;H. C. McNeil enter- 
tained the membens with a very delight- 
ful lecture on the relation which modern 
chemistry bears to the theory assumed 
by earlier chemists. Before Dr. McNeil 
was elected head professor of chemist^ 
at the George Washington University 
he had Considerable experience as a phy- 
sical chemist and has had an opportu- 
nity to see many theories develop into 
facts in the advance that chemistry has 
made during recent ^ears. < 

In his lecture Dr. ^MeNeil explained 
the principle of the X-rays which w^s 
discovered by Dr. Roentgen, a Gefmin 
^ysiciSt, and also explained and showed 
by illustration how gas>a. could be ex- 
amined ^and determined by/the use of 
the electrical current and the spectt:f)- 
scope. Jn this coi^ngetion he pointed out 
bow recent developments had t^ded to 
prove tlie theory that had been set forth 
by earlier chemists regarding the ionifa- 
tion of matter. Or, ^McNeil expressed 
hi^ belief that members of the society 
would gain coi\siderab|c benefit by 
stuping chemistry from its historical 
development and pointed ou^ the great 
field that is still ofien for investigation 
along many lines. , 

. The members of the chertitcal society 
are planning ah extensive campaign fori 
the\ purpose of providing funds to es-, 
tablish permanent club rooms in the new 
chemical building, which will be erected 
in the near future. A committee wa^ 
appointed to interview each member -of 
every class taking chemistry and cn- 
(Jeavor ko secure pledges for this pur- 
pose. It is hoped that this committee 
will meet with a favorable reccptw|^as 
members of the society fbel that with a 
new chemical buijding and with club 
rooms suitable for Ih^ meetings of the 
society, and whieh occasionally might be 
used .Tor social'^ gatherings, that the 
chemical society will soon become the 
leading or^nizatiipn of the University. 

In the, future a portion of each meet- 
ing of the chemical, society^will be de- 
voted to the study ^bf the hig[tory of fa-' 
mous chemists, and an invitatiom is again 
extended to every student in chemistry 
to be present and to •'assist in these djs-
